His Excellency, the Most Rev. Joseph M. Marling, C.PP.S., 
Ph.D., Auxiliary Bishop of Kansas City, and alumnus of 
St. Joseph’s, will confer degrees upon the 39 members of the 
Class of 1949, and will give the Baccalaureate Address at 
the 54th annual Commencement Exercises, Sunday afternoon, 
June 12, in the College Theatre. The graduates will be pre- 
sented for the degrees by the Rev. Walter Pax, Dean of # the 
College. 

An academic procession of pro- 
fessors and graduates will precede 
a Pontifical High Mass to be cele- 
brated by Bishop Marling in the 
College Chapel at ten A. M.

Sixth Congress 
Of NFCCS Held 
In May; Chicago 


Resolutions covering displaced 
persons, federal aid to education, 
and interracial relations Were ham- 
mered home in the closing sessions 
of the sixth national congress of 
the National Federation of Catho- 
lic College Students at the Con- 
gress Hotel in Chicago early in 
May. 

More than 900 Catholic college- 
student, delegates and observers 
were present during the five-day 
meeting which adjoined with the 
election of new national officers. 

Extend Activity 
Relative to displaced persons, 
the N.F.C.C.S. resolved that its 
DP committee extend its activity 
to include a program by which 
“sponsorships are encouraged not 
only for students but also for 
other displaced persons, with spe- 
cial emphasis placed on the im- 
portation of families.” 

Covering federal aid to educa- 
tion, the congress waxed enthusL 
astic, terming the first amendment 
“a pillar of American Democracy.” 
It was further resolved that all 
Catholic college students should 
know and propagate the true in- 
terpretation of the First Amend- 
ment and, moreover, should go on 
record as not approving any 
Congressional legislation concern- 
ing federal education.

Education for Democracy 


In an article entitled, “Education for Democratic Living,” 
Louis A. Radelet, professor of Sociology at Notre Dame Uni- 
versity, said this in the May- June issue of Concord magazine : 
“the problem’s (the problem of education for democratic liv- 
ing) source lies not so much in a faulty curriculum as in what 
we are doing with the existing curriculum.” 

Mr. Radelet has, so to speak, hit the nail right on the 
head- If education is failing today, which many claim it is, we 
certainly are not justified in" pointing an accusing finger at 
our curriculum and washing our hands. It may be well to 
remember that every time our index finger singles out a 
sinner, three of our fingers ^point straight to ourselves. 

A Christian education for democratic living means simply 
this: an awakening of the spirit of social consciousness in the 
light of Christian principles. That is, the establishment of an 
awareness in a student body of man’s social nature, of com- 
munity, moral and national problems, of the relation of man to 
man and man to the existing society. Further, it means not 
only an awakening of the student body to the life of the
